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MID-TERM  ADDRESS

January  3,  1983 


Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  School  Committee  Members,  Clergy, 
citizens  of  Somerville:  This  evening  marks  the  fourth  time  in  which  I have  had 
the  distinct  honor  to  stand  before  you  as  Mayor  and  address  the  State  of  our 
City. 

These  past  three  years  have  brought  great  change.  Indeed  the  economic, 
social  and  political  world  in  which  we  live  has  undergone  noticeable  transforma- 
tion. National  recession  has  focused  our  attention  on  government  spending  at  all 
levels.  Statewide,  Proposition  2 Vi  has  had  a tremendous  impact  on  our  City  and 
the  citizens  have  become  intimately  involved  with  their  municipal  government. 

The  people  are  more  informed  today  about  local  government  than  ever  be- 
fore. The  media  and  the  local  press  have  contributed  to  this  education.  For  this 
they  deserve  our  appreciation  and  our  thanks  because  there  is  nothing  more  im- 
portant than  an  informed  public.  This  government  which  we  administer  belongs 
to  the  people  of  our  City  and  it  is  our  duty  as  elected  officials  to  act  with  them 
and  for  them. 

Economically,  I believe  that  we  have  achieved  this.  The  people  have  stated 
emphatically  that  government’s  over  reliance  on  the  property  tax  must  be 
stopped.  This  we  have  done.  This  year,  for  the  second  consecutive  year,  we  have 
lowered  the  property  tax  rate.  Last  year  the  tax  rate  dropped  $45.33;  this  year  it 
will  drop  again  by  approximately  $37.00.  The  average  homeowner  whose  as- 
sessed value  is  about  $8,000  has  saved  approximately  $670.00. 

Yet,  while  our  City  Government  is  operating  with  less  money,  the  delivery 
of  essential  services  is  better  than  ever  before.  We  have  been  able  to  accomplish 
this,  not  through  magic  or  miracles,  but  through  government  reform,  hard  work 
and  tough  management.  The  Board  of  Aldermen,  the  School  Committee  and  I 
have  shared  the  common  goal  of  holding  the  fabric  of  our  City  together  and  in- 
suring the  effective  delivery  of  essential  services.  Together  we  have  faced  very 
difficult  times  and  we  have  made  many  very  difficult  decisions. 

We  are  facing  a third  year  of  Proposition  2 l/i  and  it  is  like  running  a mara- 
thon; we  have  come  two-thirds  of  the  distance  and  now  we  must  summon  all  of 
our  strength  and  finish  the  race. 

If  we  remain  determined,  and  if  we  continue  to  mover  forward  together  — 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  the  School  Committee,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Citizens  of 
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our  City  — I am  confident  that  we  will  continue  to  provide  responsive  govern- 
ment and  reliable  essential  services. 

We  have  benefited  from  tremendous  property  tax  savings  and  the  services 
which  we  see  every  day  are  operating  efficiently.  There  are,  however,  services 
which  we  depend  on  and  which  we  don’t  see  every  day. 

One  such  service  is  our  massive  underground  water  and  sewer  system.  I 
must  tell  you  that  this  system  has  been  neglected  for  many  years.  The  Federal 
Government  is  well  aware  that  in  many  older  cities  like  Somerville,  water  and 
sewer  systems  have  been  sorely  neglected.  For  this  reason  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  has  required  that  all  cities  adapt  a sewer  user  charge.  Without 
this  charge,  cities  like  Somerville  will  be  ineligible  for  State  and  Federal  permits 
as  well  as  for  much  needed  construction  and  repair  grants. 

While  this  user  charge  will  effect  each  and  every  one  of  us,  it  will  bring 
tangible  benefits  to  us  as  well.  First  of  all,  it  will  allow  us  to  detect  leaks  and  re- 
place old  and  damaged  pipes.  This  will  save  us  close  to  250  million  gallons  of 
water  per  year.  This  is  important  because,  as  we  all  know,  the  experts  are  pre- 
dicting serious  shortages  of  water  by  the  year  2,000.  In  fact,  some  cities  and 
towns  are  experiencing  shortages  already.  Above  and  beyond  this  important 
water  conservation,  residents  will  see  improved  service  in  sections  of  the  City 
where  there  have  been  problems. 

Most  importantly,  the  cost  of  providing  water  and  sewer  services  will  no 
longer  be  subsidized  unfairly  by  the  property  taxpayer.  The  cost  of  water  service 
will  be  borne  by  those  who  use  the  system  strictly  according  to  their  total  usage. 
Businesses,  residences  and  institutions  will  pay  their  fair  share. 

But  it  will  cost  us  all  additional  money  from  the  household  budget.  How- 
ever, through  simple  conservation  at  home,  these  costs  can  be  controlled. 

I would  be  misleading  you  if  I told  you  that  as  Mayor  I have  ail  the  power 
necessary  to  bring  to  life  the  vision  which  we  have  for  community  improvement. 
Our  City  Government  cannot  do  it  alone.  To  bring  lasting  improvements  to 
Somerville,  we  must  draw  on  the  resources  of  community  groups,  private  enter- 
prise as  well  as  the  beneficial  programs  which  are  available  through  State  and 
Federal  Government. 

I have  organized  my  Administration  so  that  we  leave  no  stone  unturned 
when  it  comes  to  bringing  in  resources  which  help  our  City.  Whether  it  be  by 
providing  new  housing  or  weatherizing  the  old  housing  stock,  this  is  our  way  of 
improving  Somerville. 

Through  our  efforts  we  brought  .in  one  million  dollars  from  the  State  to 
expand  and  improve  the  industrial  park  behind  Washington  Street  which  will 
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create  many  new  jobs  for  Somerville  residents  and  generate  much  needed  non- 
residential  tax  revenue. 

We  have  also  rebuilt  many  of  the  parks  and  playgrounds  across  the  City.  We 
joined  in  a partnership  with  the  Elizabeth  Peabody  House,  and  brought  in  funds 
to  convert  the  old  Broadway  fire  house  into  a community  center  for  people  of 
all  ages. 

The  fruits  of  our  efforts  are  now  blossoming  in  Davis  Square.  The  construc- 
tion is  nearing  completion  and  the  new  Plaza  is  emerging  as  a symbol  of  great 
things  to  come.  In  addition,  a two  million  dollar  grant  which  we  received  to 
build  a parking  garage  in  the  Square  will  benefit  that  commercial  revitalization. 

In  addition  to  these  important  projects,  we  are  continuing  our  work  in  As- 
sembly Square  where  plans  are  being  formulated  to  build  a hotel.  And  the  con- 
struction of  Twin  Cities  Mall  is  just  around  the  corner.  And  there  is  more. 

One  year  ago  I told  you  in  my  second  Inaugural  Address  that  I would  pur- 
sue two  exciting  projects  which  hold  the  potential  of  enormous  benefit  to  our 
City  for  many  years  to  come.  I was  speaking  of  a plan  to  transform  the  old 
MBTA  car  barn  in  Union  Square  into  a modern  police  and  fire  facility  and  I was 
speaking  about  a dream  to  build  a vocational  wing  onto  our  high  school. 

In  Union  Square  we  have  put  together  a development  package  which,  I be- 
lieve, can  serve  as  the  cornerstone  to  the  revitalization  of  that  commercial  dis- 
trict. This  package  involves  the  creative  use  of  private  enterprise,  state  and 
federal  funds  as  well  as  the  resources  of  our  City.  The  end  product  of  this 
development  would  be  a much  needed  modern  police  and  fire  facility,  and  an 
old  fire  station  restored  and  remodeled  to  accommodate  a community  cable 
television  center  and  a local  office  for  cable  TV  subscribers. 

I am  very  pleased  to  announce  this  evening  that  just  last  week  we  were 
notified  that  our  efforts  once  again  paid  off  and  we  received  a $250,000  State 
UDAG  Grant  for  this  project. 

In  the  very  near  future,  when  all  aspects  of  the  total  package  have  been  pre- 
pared, I will  present  our  plan  in  full  detail  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  their 
deliberation,  for  additional  community  input  and  ultimately  for  a collective 
decision  on  whether  or  not  to  proceed  and  bring  this  project  to  completion. 

In  my  Inaugural  Address  I also  spoke  about  a dream  to  renovate  our  high 
school  and  build  a new  vocational  wing.  Tonight  I stand  before  you  and  report 
that  I am  optimistic  that  this  dream  will  come  true. 

I promised  at  that  time  that  we  would  aggressively  seek  State  Aid  in  this 
project.  We  did  just  that  and  we  succeeded.  We  applied  for  and  we  received  a 
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commitment  for  unprecedented  support.  If  Somerville  proceeds  with  this 
project,  the  State  will  absorb  90%  of  the  principle  and  65%  of  the  interest  pay- 
ments for  a construction  bond. 

We  are  proceeding  with  caution  and  still  researching  every  possible  contin- 
gency. But  I believe  that  when  all  the  facts  are  in  and  the  Aldermen  scrutinize 
and  debate  the  vocational  school  project,  we  will  together  choose  to  provide  the 
greatest  gift  of  all  to  future  generations  of  children:  the  gift  of  education  in  the 
technical  skills  necessary  to  contribute  productively  in  our  society. 

I’ve  said  many  times  that  I am  committed  to  the  kind  of  City  we  might 
leave  to  our  children  with  pride  and  not  with  apologies.  But  our  children  cannot 
have  pride  in  their  City  unless  they  have  pride  in  themselves.  Every  child  needs 
to  learn  to  read,  write  and  compute.  Every  child  needs  to  learn  the  technical 
and  social  skills  to  cope  in  this  ever-changing  world.  Every  child  needs  to  have  a 
goal  in  life. 

Education  is  an  investment  in  our  youth  and  in  what  we  will  have  tomor- 
row. And  we  must  make  sure  we  are  prepared  for  that  tomorrow.  Our  educa- 
tional system  is  in  a state  of  transition.  Declining  enrollment,  school  closings, 
grade  reorganization,  and  improvements  in  vocational  education  are  only  some 
of  the  changes.  Under  the  able  leadership  of  Superintendent  Robert  Watson,  we 
are  initiating  and  assuring  adequate  planning  for  the  future  in  our  curriculum, 
staffing,  budget,  and  physical  plant.  And  we  are  seeking  a level  of  discussion  and 
debate  amongst  community  groups,  parents,  teachers,  and  the  Educational  Task 
Force  unprecedented  in  this  City.  I think  this  is  a healthy  sign. 

Recently,  Mayors,  City  Managers  and  Selectmen  from  across  the  State 
honored  me  by  electing  me  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Associa- 
tion. In  this  capacity,  I will  work  with  other  cities  and  towns  for  State  Aid 
which  we  will  need  to  survive  the  third  year  of  Proposition  2 Vi.  I will  also  fight 
for  legislation  which  benefits  our  City  and  others  like  it.  As  President  of  the 
MMA,  I will  have  the  opportunity  to  meet  on  a monthly  basis  with  Governor 
Dukakis  and  work  with  him  in  developing  policies  which  are  important  to  the 
people  of  Somerville. 

I wish  Governor  Dukakis  much  success  in  the  tough  job  which  he  faces.  And 
I look  forward  to  establishing  and  maintaining  a cooperative  working  relation- 
ship with  our  new  Governor. 

Moving  this  City  forward  requires  internal  coordination,  as  well  as  coordina- 
tion with  external  forces.  My  Administration  recognizes  the  importance  of  work- 
ing with  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  School  Committee  and  we  have  worked 
very  hard  to  create  an  environment  of  team  work.  This  is  not  to  say  that  we  have 
not  had  our  disagreements.  But  these  disagreements  are  healthy  so  long  as  they 
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are  aired  in  a context  where  we  are  searching  together  for  the  best  solutions  to 
the  problems  which  face  our  City.  Toward  this  end  I intend  to  initiate  regular 
briefing  sessions  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen  so  that  they  are  kept  current  with 
the  progress  of  the  many  important  projects  which  are  underway. 

If  I have  been  successful  in  creating  an  atmosphere  of  cooperation,  it  is  be- 
cause every  elected  official  in  this  City  knows  that  I will  give  a fair  hearing  to 
their  ideas  and  their  concerns.  That  is  true  for  the  public  as  well.  No  one  is 
denied  my  ear. 

I speak  with  hundreds  of  people  every  month.  People  who  come  to  my 
office,  people  who  I meet  at  elderly  luncheons,  at  award  ceremonies,  and  people 
who  stop  to  talk  to  me  at  the  grocery  store  and  in  the  coffee  shops. 

This  is  how  I feel  the  pulse  of  our  community.  This  is  how  I know  how 
much  our  elderly  residents  appreciate  the  taxi  discounts  and  the  reduced  MBTA 
fare  which  we  fought  for.  This  is  also  how  I know  that  the  average  homeowner 
who  pays  his  taxes  on  time  recognizes  our  efforts  to  collect  back  taxes  from 
delinquents. 

In  these  informal  situations,  I,  too,  have  the  opportunity  to  speak  my  mind 
and  tell  people  about  the  difficulties  which  face  our  City  and  about  the  im- 
portant neighborhood  programs  such  as  the  Resident  Parking  Program  whch  will 
soon  be  implemented. 

People  in  crisis  call  me  at  home  at  all  hours  of  the  night.  As  a matter  of  fact, 
there  were  those  who  said  that  I wouldn’t  last  three  months  with  a listed  phone 
number.  It  has  now  been  three  years  and  my  number  is  still  in  the  book. 

Some  people  even  say  that  I am  too  accessible  and  that  it  is  madness  to 
make  myself  available  to  every  citizen  in  Somerville.  Well,  if  it  is  madness,  and  I 
don’t  think  that  it  is,  then  there  is  a method  to  it.  I believe  that  all  opinions 
have  some  value  and  that  if  we  listen  carefully  and  consider  all  of  the  various 
points  of  view,  then  and  only  then,  do  the  wisest,  the  most  creative  and  the  most 
practical  solutions  come  to  light  and  gain  public  favor. 

It  is  the  thoughts,  the  feelings  and  the  ideas  of  our  citizens  that  provide  the 
bedrock  for  my  Administration  to  build  on.  And  as  long  as  I am  Mayor,  this  City 
will  be  led  by  an  Administration  which  works,  not  above  the  people,  but  with 
them  and  for  them.

It  would  permit  the  Commonwealth,  cities  and  towns  to  make  public  funds 
available  to  pupils  attending  private  primary  and  secondary  schools  in  the  form 
of  either  aid,  materials  or  services  subject,  however,  to  three  specific  limitations. 
First,  the  private  school  could  not  be  one  that  discriminates  on  the  basis  of  race 
or  color  in  its  admission  requirements.  Second,  the  grant  of  aid  must  be  con- 
sistent with  the  First  Amendment  to  the  United  States  Constitution  which 
guarantees  the  free  exercise  of  religion  and  prohibits  the  establishment  of  re- 
ligion.

The  law  requires  that  a refundable  deposit  be  paid  for  certain  beverage 
containers  sold  in  Massachusetts. 

Beverage  containers  of  less  than  32  ounces  must  have  a refund  value  of  at 
least  five  cents  and  larger  containers  a refund  value  of  at  least  ten  cents.  This  re- 
quirement applies  to  nonbiodegradable  containers  of  carbonated  soft  drinks, 
mineral  water,  beer  and  other  malt  beverages,  but  not  to  containers  of  other 
alcoholic  beverages,  dairy  products,  natural  fruit  juices  or  wine.  All  beverage 
containers  subject  to  deposit  must  clearly  indicate  the  refund  value  on  the 
container. 

The  deposit  is  paid  by  the  consumer  upon  purchase  and  must  be  refunded 
when  the  consumer  returns  the  empty  container  to  a proper  dealer  or  redemp- 
tion center,  so  long  as  the  container  does  not  contain  any  material  different 
from  its  normal  contents.  Dealers  and  distributors  are  also  subject  to  the  same 
deposit  and  refund  on  the  beverage  containers  they  handle,  and  are  also  entitled 
to  a handling  fee  of  at  least  one  cent  per  container. 

No  containers  can  be  sold  in  the  state  if  they  are  joined  together  by  plastic 
rings  or  any  other  device  that  cannot  be  broken  down  by  light  or  bacteria. 

The  law  provides  a bottler  a reduction  in  corporate  excise  tax  of  one-tenth 
of  one  cent  for  each  reusable  beverage  container  which  the  bottler  sells  in  the 
first  three  months  of  1983.  The  law  provides  for  additional  unemployment 
benefits  and,  if  the  Legislature  appropriates  the  funds,  a job  retraining  program 
for  employees  of  bottlers,  canners,  or  manufacturers  of  beverage  containers 
who  lose  their  jobs  as  a result  of  this  law.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Somerville  Public  Library: 

Nineteen  eighty-three  has  been  a year  of  planning  for  the  Somerville  Li- 
brary. The  two  major  changes  that  will  be  in  effect  soon  are  the  renovation  of 
the  East  Branch  Library  and  the  cooperative  effort  of  several  libraries  in  the  area 
to  automate  as  a library  network. 

East  Branch  Library  renovation  plans  have  been  completed  and  are  ready  to 
go  to  bid  for  construction.  The  architectural  firm  of  A.  Anthony  Tappe  and 
Associates  was  chosen  by  a design  selection  committee  to  plan  the  renovation. 
The  Library  plans  to  use  the  Madeleine  E.  Lincoln  trust  fund  interest  and  State 
Aid  to  Libraries  as  payment  for  the  remodelling.  The  East  Branch  Library  will  be 
closed  for  several  months  while  the  renovations  are  in  progress.  The  Bookmobile 
will  stop  at  East  Branch  during  this  time. 

The  interior  of  the  building  will  be  completely  remodelled  including  new 
furnishings.  The  exterior  will  be  repaired  where  necessary  including  the  wrought 
iron  fence,  the  wood  trim  and  the  windows.  A new  roof  and  new  back  shed  are 
also  planned.  This  renovation  is  part  of  a plan  that  was  to  renovate  all  three  of 
the  City’s  libraries.  The  Central  and  West  Branch  Libraries  were  completed 
between  1974  and  1976.  The  East  Branch  was  delayed  because  of  budget 
difficulties. 

The  Minuteman  Library  Network  began  when  lcocal  area  directors  realized 
the  expenses  involved  in  automating  a single  library.  They  applied  for  and  re- 
ceived a grant  of  $440,000.00  from  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Com- 
missioners. With  this  grant  money  the  Minuteman  Library  Network  will  purchase 
two  main  computers  and  other  peripheral  equipment.  It  will  be  located  at  the 
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Framingham  Public  Library.  Each  member  library  will  be  responsible  for  a share 
of  the  central  site  costs  and  for  terminals  and  other  equipment  to  be  used  at 
individual  libraries.  The  Somerville  Library  will  purchase  some  equipment  each 
year  with  State  Aid  money.  Within  four  to  six  years  we  hope  to  have  an  online 
catalog  with  approximately  twenty  terminals  among  the  three  libraries. 

This  computerization  of  several  library  functions  will  eliminate  some  of  the 
time-consuming  and  tedious  duties  of  the  staff  and  allow  more  time  to  help 
with  the  public. 

In  1983  we  received  a terminal  from  the  Eastern  Region  through  another 
grant.  With  this  terminal  we  are  able  to  order  catalog  cards  from  the  Boston  Pub- 
lic Library.  At  the  same  time  our  holdings  are  recorded  on  tape  which  we  may 
make  use  of  in  the  future.  We  are  allowed  ten  hours  of  free  telephone  line  per 
month  for  the  use  of  this  terminal.  This  terminal  may  soon  be  used  for  the 
Eastern  Region  Interlibrary  Loan  program. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  donated  time  and  money  in  1983.  Our  annual 
booksale  netted  $606.00.  The  Friends  donated  over  $1500.00  to  various  depart- 
ments. Two  bulletin  boards  were  purchased;  a reading  program  called  Reading 
is  Fundamental  was  sponsored;  a family  pass  to  the  New  England  Aquarium  was 
purchased;  money  for  programming  and  refreshments  was  also  generously  given 
by  the  Friends.  Our  second  annual  wine  and  cheese  tasting  party  was  a success 
with  many  donations  from  the  area  merchants. 

The  Friends  and  the  Staff  cooperated  in  an  effort  to  maintain  current 
services  and  book  purchasing.  The  public  was  informed  about  a possible  large 
reduction  in  the  fiscal  1984  budget  due  to  Proposition  2 Vi  cuts.  Many  postcards 
were  mailed  by  citizens  to  local  aldermen  and  to  the  Mayor.  The  severe  reduc- 
tion did  not  occur.  Several  aldermen  called  their  constituents  who  had  mailed 
postcards  to  affirm  their  support  of  current  library  services  and  staffing. 

Federal  tax  exempt  status  was  granted  to  the  Friends  through  the  efforts 
of  Mrs.  Luci  Spinale,  President. 

The  Somerville  Lodge  of  Elks  donated  a family  pass  to  the  Children’s 
Museum  for  the  third  year.  This  pass  allows  up  to  four  persons  to  visit  the 
museum  for  free.  The  cost  for  a family  of  four  is  quite  high  for  many  Somerville 
families  and  we  thank  the  Elks  for  this  gift. 

The  Bookmobile  had  a new  auxiliary  motor  installed.  This  motor  runs  the 
heating  and  air-conditioning  system  in  the  bookmobile.  Lincoln  fund  money  was 
used  for  these  repairs. 

The  East  and  West  Branch  Libraries  have  had  storm  windows  installed  as 
part  of  a State  grant  to  reduce  utility  costs.  The  gutters  at  the  Central  Library 
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were  repaired  and  are  expected  to  halt  the  moisture  damage  to  the  walls  in 
Wellington  Hall.  Discussion  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  concerning 
repairing  the  damaged  plaster  and  repainting  will  hopefully  be  resolved  in  1984. 

The  Library  budget  for  fiscal  year  1983-84  was  increased  slightly  over  the 
previous  year.  Our  book  budget  was  increased  but  we  continue  to  rely  on  Trust 
funds  for  many  books  and  periodicals  as  well  as  other  needs.  These  funds  should 
be  used  only  for  special  items  and  repairs  to  library  equipment.  For  fiscal  year 
1984-85,  these  funds  will  be  used  for  the  renovation  project  and  for  automation 
equipment. 

The  Library  received  an  award  for  public  relations  in  the  Children’s  Depart- 
ment from  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association. 

The  Library  participated  in  the  federal  job  training  Summer  program  for 
young  adults.  We  accepted  six  people  to  assist  in  various  departments  including 
branches.  The  eight -week  program  was  well  organized  and  very  few  problems 
were  encountered  by  the  staff. 

The  Library  had  many  activities,  programs,  and  special  projects  for  the  year 
1983.  During  National  Library  week  our  theme  was  Discover  the  Somerville 
Public  Library.  We  presented  a lecture  on  Somerville  Past  and  Present,  a presen- 
tation on  youth  hostels,  a play  put  on  by  the  staff  and  reading  club  awards. 

The  Children’s  Department  had  reading  clubs,  pajama  storytime,  puppet 
shows,  ballet  lessons,  chicks  were  hatched  in  a special  incubator,  schools  were 
visited  and  classes  toured  the  library.  The  Adult  Services  Department  offered 
films,  money  management,  a legal  clinic  and  a women’s  reading  and  discussion 
group.  The  Young  Adult  Department  gave  tours  and  sponsored  a Science  Fiction 
Club,  a Dungeons  and  Dragons  group  and  met  with  several  youth  workers 
throughout  the  City  and  with  school  department  personnel.  The  Audio  Visual 
Department  sponsored  an  art  exhibition,  piano  recitals,  a film  series,  and  a folk 
song  concert.  All  library  departments  were  involved  in  a special  project  to  pre- 
pare for  network  automation.  Regular  duties,  such  as  book  and  periodical  order- 
ing and  discarding,  inventory,  circulation  of  books,  office  work  and  the  staff 
helping  wherever  and  whenever  needed,  were  not  neglected. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  library  for  contributing  their  time  and 
effort  for  the  benefit  of  the  library  as  one  department  and  not  a separate  system 
of  departments.  Many  staff  are  now  working  in  more  than  one  department  in 
order  to  keep  the  public  areas  open  and  accessible. 
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The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  have  commented  favorably  when 
library  issues  are  discussed  at  annual  budget  hearings.  I wish  their  positive  feel- 
ings could  be  reflected  in  a larger  budget,  especially  for  books  and  periodicals. 

I thank  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Library  for  their  support  and  en- 
couragement throughout  the  past  year.

Gentlemen: 


The  Annual  Report  of  the  Veterans’  Services  Department  for  the  fiscal  year 
July  1,  1982  through  June  30,  1983  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted.  Ap- 
pended thereto  is  a financial  recapitulation  of  expenditures  as  promulgated  by 
State  regulations  governing  the  disbursing  of  Veterans’  Benefits  as  mandated  by 
Chapter  115,  Mass.  Genl.  Laws. 

Total  Veterans’  Benefit  expenditures  were  $121,896.66.  A decrease  of 
nearly  $23,000.00  over  the  previous  year  was  brought  about  by  a slight  upswing 
in  the  general  economy  and  maximum  use  of  seeking  other  federally  funded  pro- 
grams to  offset  local  costs. 


A total  of  101  Veterans  Administration  case  referrals  and  claims  were  initi- 
ated by  this  department  and  processed  by  our  State  Contact  Office  which  de- 
frayed a considerable  amount  of  funds  that  otherwise  would  have  been  obligated 
by  this  department.  Of  these  cases,  we  received  verification  that  a total  of 
$208,671 .41  in  V.A.  payments  were  made  during  the  fiscal  year. 

V.A.  statistics  now  show  a city-wise  population  of  9,594  veterans  of  war- 
time service.  Those  entitled  to  compensation,  pension,  educational  or  death 
benefits,  received  a total  of  $6,939,863.00  during  the  82/83  fiscal  year. 

Through  the  generosity  of  James  F.  Logan  Post,  VFW  and  the  Somerville/ 
Medford  Order  of  Sons  of  Italy,  we  were  able  to  provide  Christmas  Food  Baskets 
and  invitations  to  Children’s  Christmas  Parties  for  the  most  needy  families  on 
our  rolls. 

Reimbursements  due  the  City  of  Somerville  from  the  Commonwealth  of 
Mass.  Office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans  Services  for  FY  82/83  are  ex- 
pected to  be  $59,884.29. 
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In  closing,  I extend  to  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  and  the  Honorable  Members  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  my  appreciation  on  behalf  of  this  department  for  your  in- 
terest and  cooperation  in  providing  the  proper  services  and  benefits  due  our 
needy  and  disabled  veterans,  their  widows  and  surviving  children.

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PERSONNEL 

The  standing  membership  of  the  Recreation  Commission  once  more  pro- 
vided staunch  support  to  its  career  and  seasonal  employees  as  well  as  to  the 
participants  of  all  its  sponsored  programs  throughout  the  year  1983.  Commis- 
sion members’  attendance  at  numberous  activities  and  meetings  lent  strength  to 
the  everyday  network  of  operations,  affectionately  known  as  the  “Rec”.  Our 
veteran  Executive  Committee  of  Chairman,  Mr.  Robert  F.  Pisco,  Vice-Chairman, 
Mr.  Harold  C.  Michitson,  and  Mr.  John  T.  Kiely,  along  with  second  term  mem- 
bers, Mr.  Thomas  M.  Sullivan,  Mrs.  Julie  P.  Quinn,  Mr.  Richard  W.  Knibbs,  and 
first  termers,  Steven  E.  Brown,  and  Albert  P.  Woodman,  all  gave  generous 
amounts  of  their  personal  time  and  energies  to  the  often  difficult  and  complex 
policy-making  decisions  of  Municipal  Recreation  Administration  in  the  constant- 
ly changing  environment  of  contemporary  urban  society.  The  vigorous  manner 
in  which  the  Commission  defended  its  municipal  appropriation  against  further 
budgetary  erosion  last  Spring  was  without  question,  its  finest  hour. 

Two  career  professionals  in  the  field  of  public  Recreation  were  chosen  by 
the  Commission  to  fill  its  top  administrative  positions  this  past  Fall.  Mr.  James 
B.  Callahan  was  selected  in  September  from  a Civil  Service  list  to  be  permanent 
Superintendent  of  Recreation  as  the  result  of  a 1982  Open  Competitive  Exami- 
nation for  the  position.  Mr.  Callahan  is  a ten-year  employee  of  the  Department, 
who  served  under  the  late  Mr.  Paul  Sullivan,  Mr.  Kevin  Oliver  and  Mr.  William 
MacDonald  in  their  terms  as  Superintendent.  Jim  began  his  employment  with 
the  Commission  in  the  Summer  of  1973  as  a Playground  Leader.  He  became  a 
permanent  full-time  member  of  the  Rec  staff  in  the  Summer  of  1974,  when 
selected  for  appointment  to  fill  the  position  of  Recreation  Leader— Athletics.  His 
appointment  to  the  position  of  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Recreation  in 
November  of  1975  would  ultimately  see  him  serving  on  three  separate  occasions 
as  Acting  Superintendent  over  the  next  eight  years. 
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Another  veteran  member  of  the  Commission’s  staff,  Mr.  John  M.  Pieroni, 
was  chosen  in  November  to  be  provisional  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Recrea- 
tion pending  a Departmental  Examination  for  the  position.  Mr.  Pieroni,  whose 
father  was  Superintendent  from  1969-1973,  first  began  his  employment  with  the 
Commission  in  1964  as  an  Assistant  Recreation  Leader.  He  became  a permanent, 
full-time  member  of  the  Rec  staff  in  the  late  sixties,  and  was  promoted  to  a 
General  Supervisor’s  position  in  October  of  1977.  John  brings  to  the  Assistant’s 
position  a wealth  of  experience  from  both  the  logistical  management  of  mainte- 
nance and  supply  functions  to  the  Supervisory  expertise  of  Senior  Citizens  and 
Adult  Athletic  Programming. 

Special  recognition  is  also  in  order  for  the  Commission’s  remaining  full- 
time staff  members  who,  as  always,  performed  their  daily  job  tasks  with  personal 
pride  and  commitment.  General  Supervisors,  Ms.  Elaine  M.  Pieroni,  and  Mr. 
Thomas  A.  O’Hare;  Recreation  Leaders,  Mrs.  Donna  M.  Callahan  and  Mrs.  Carol 
S.  Lane;  Principal  Clerk  Stenographer,  Mrs.  Jo  Ann  Goggin;  and  Junior  Clerk- 
Stenographer,  Mrs.  Winnie  Pignatiello,  all  labored  especially  hard  to  ensure  con- 
tinued uninterrupted  quality  service  to  the  programs  under  their  direction.

The  Summer  Playground  season  of  1983  will  go  into  the  record  books  in 
several  unique  categories,  each  of  which  clearly  indicated  our  staffs  internal 
strength  and  the  unyielding  commitment  the  Commission  has  always  had  to  the 
children  of  Somerville.  The  budget  for  our  Summer  Playgrounds  and  the  Com- 
mission’s entire  scope  of  operations  for  Fiscal  ’84  was  not  fully  assured  until 
June  10!  Although  some  planning  for  a Summer  program  had  been  carried  out 
throughout  the  Springtime  months,  as  if  funding  was  imminent,  it  took  an 
eleventh  hour  vote  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on  a mayoral  request  to  avert  a 
40%  reduction  in  the  Commission’s  Municipal  Appropriation. 

The  Commission  did  have  much  good  fortune  though  in  1983.  A fund- 
raising drive,  sponsored  by  McDonald’s  of  Davis  Square,  raised  enough  funds 
through  the  sale  of  buttons  beaming  the  slogan  “I  Love  Somerville”  to  secure  a 
grant  of  $6,000  from  the  City’s  Office  of  Planning  & Community  Development. 
The  financial  assistance  from  O.P.C.D.  allowed  the  Commission  to  better  staff 
four  of  our  Athletic  Units  for  their  A.M.  sessions,  provided  all  day  leadership  at 
another  four  Neighborhood  Playgrounds,  and  initiated  the  P.M.  session  sites  in 
four  of  their  previously  stated  six  locations.  The  proceeds  from  the  button  cam- 
paign were  used  to  purchase  supplies  and  equipment  for  all  twenty-one  Commis- 
sion Playgrounds  throughout  the  city. 

The  Gala  Playground  “Extravaganza”  for  all  Summer  sites  was  held  on 
Tuesday  morning,  August  9,  at  Trum  Field.  Leaders  and  children  beaming  with 
playground  spirit  paraded  through  the  streets  of  Somerville  in  homemade  cos- 
tumes en  route  to  the  event’s  maze  of  skill  and  comic  relay  races.  Total  parti- 
cipation for  the  day  hit  just  shy  of  250  youngsters,  when  everyone  sat  on  the 
outfield  grass  for  their  free,  picnic  lunch. 
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The  last  formal  event  of  the  season  was  the  Annual  Awards  Ceremony  on 
Thursday  evening,  August  1 1 , at  Somerville  High  School’s  Centennial  Audi- 
torium, the  night  before  the  Playgrounds  closed  for  1983.  His  Honor  the  Mayor, 
Eugene  C.  Brune,  and  members  of  the  Somerville  Kiwanis  were  in  attendance  to 
present  the  Kiwanis  sweatshirts  for  playground  sportsmanship,  the  William  J. 
Maher  Memorial  Track  Meet  M.V.P.  Trophies,  and  certificates  for  team  athletics 
and  individual  achievements  in  our  city -wide  tournaments. 

SUMMER  PLAYGROUND  UNITS  FOR  SPECIAL  NEEDS  CHILDREN 

Twenty-seven  pre-schoolers  with  special  needs  from  Somerville  attended  a 
Summer  Recreation  Program,  which  the  Commission  has  participated  in  for 
several  years  in  conjunction  with  the  Somerville  Mental  Health  Clinic  and  the 
Cambridge  Guidance  Center.  The  Pre-School  unit  entered  its  sophomore  Sum- 
mer season  at  the  Peabody  School  in  Cambridge,  wherein  five  classrooms,  two 
adjoining  porches  and  an  enclosed  courtyard  afforded  both  space  to  stretch  and 
room  to  roam.  Classes  met  Monday  thru  Friday  in  the  morning  from  9:00  A.M.  - 
Noon  and  ran  from  July  5 - August  10.  The  Program  consisted  of  four  class- 
rooms: a class  of  the  developmentally  youngest  and/or  most  severely  handi- 
capped children,  a class  of  children  with  moderate  developmental  delays,  and 
two  classes  for  children  with  learning  disabilities;  emotional  problems,  language 
impairments  and/or  behavior  problems. 

The  Summer  Special  Needs  Program  for  children  ages  6-22  was  conducted 
from  July  3 - August  1 1 at  the  Powder  House  Community  School.  The  35  spe- 
cial needs  youngsters  enrolled  in  the  program  were  involved  in  many  varied 
activities,  which  helped  promote  both  physical  and  social  development. 

Mornings  were  spent  either  at  nearby  Dilboy  Pool  or  at  Turnpike  Bowla- 
drome.  Tuesdays  were  reserved  for  field  trips,  which  included  visits  to  Macomber 
Farm,  the  Aquarium,  Benson’s  Wild  Animal  Farm,  Nahant  Beach  and  Thomp- 
son’s Reservation.  Some  of  our  older  participants  accompanied  members  of  the 
Somerville  Youth  Program  on  a nature  hike  and  rock  climb,  which  was  a new, 
exciting  experience  for  them! 

Again  this  season,  we  gratefully  acknowledge  the  contribution  made  by  the 
Sons  of  Italy  and  the  Somerville  Kiwanis.  Our  field  trips  and  last  day  luncheon 
were  paid  for  by  a donation  for  the  Sons  of  Italy.  The  Kiwanis  were  extremely 
active  in  organizing  and  sponsoring  the  Special  Olympics.  Members  generated 
much  needed  funds  and  supplied  much  of  the  manpower  needed  at  the  event.  To 
both  organizations,  the  Commission’s  sincerest  thanks! 
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SCHOOL  YEAR  PROGRAMMING  FOR  CHILDREN  & YOUNG  TEENS 


Afterschool  Arts  & Crafts 

Arts  & Crafts  units  were  staffed  at  the  Brown,  Cutler,  and  Cummings 
Schools  this  past  year  in  an  attempt  to  increase  leisure-time  activities  for  the 
primary  grades  in  these  smaller  facilities.  The  obvious  travel  restrictions  that 
younger  children  face  can,  many  times,  prevent  them  from  participating  in  com- 
munity recreational  activities  available  in  the  larger  schools  or  in  the  private 
sector.  Attendance  had  some  seasonal  variations,  but  averaged  around  twenty 
children  each  session.  Activities  included  instruction  and  assistance  in  making 
projects  such  as  Batik,  Pinwheels,  Hand  Puppets,  Sand  Sculpture,  Calico  Cloth 
Objects,  and  Dried  Flower  creations. 

Girls’  Gymnastics 

An  emphasis  on  fitness  and  rhythmic  gymnastics  has  added  a new  dimension 
to  our  already  successful  gymnastics  program.  Aerobics  increases  cardiovascular 
endurance  and  the  use  of  ribbon  streamers,  (Modern  Rhythmic  Gymnastics  will 
debut  in  the  ’84  Los  Angeles  Olympics)  develops  coordination  and  rhythm. 

Our  present  membership  of  50  young  women  was  also  offered  weekly  in- 
struction in  floor  exercise  and  dance,  and  the  total  program  provided  the  gym- 
nast with  a well-rounded  background  in  movement,  strength  and  flexibility. 

Special  Needs  Trips  & Functions 

The  Special  Needs  Spring  & Fall  Program  sponsored  various  monthly  field 
trips  and  activities  for  up  to  40  children.  The  group  enjoyed  visiting  Edaville 
Railroad,  Benson’s  Wild  Animal  Farm,  and  even  had  a cookout  at  the  Thompson 
Center  in  Jamaica  Plain. 

The  Kiwanis  sponsored  a trip  to  “Disney  on  Ice”  during  the  February 
School  vacation.  Thirty -five  children  and  their  parents  joined  Kiwanis  members 
at  Boston  Garden  for  the  show  and  then  participated  in  a pizza  party  and  magic 
show  at  Logan  Post.  The  Somerville  Kiwanis  have  become  very  active  and  much 
appreciated  supporters  of  our  Special  Needs  Program. 

Powder  House  Youth  League 

The  Powder  House  Youth  League  marked  its  twelfth  anniversary  of  intra- 
mural competition  this  past  Autumn  at  its  traditional  “off-Broadway”  location. 
Approximately  seventy -five  youngsters,  ages  8-14,  made  an  appearance  each 
Saturday  morning  to  fill  the  rosters  of  the  Bruins,  Flyers,  Islanders,  and  Oilers 
in  hotly  contested  Gym  Hockey  match-ups. 
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Youth  Baseball  Clinic 


Sunday  morning  Baseball  Instruction  under  Clinic  Director,  and  Recreation 
Commission  Chairman,  Mr.  Robert  Pisco,  began  its  ninth  year  of  operation  in 
October  of  ’83.  Aspiring  major  league  ball  players  were  able  to  develop  their 
skills  from  the  last  pitch  of  the  World  Series  through  the  Currier  and  Ives  months 
and  right  up  until  Springtime’s  annual  call  of  play  ball  at  the  City’s  various  parks 
and  playgrounds. 


Boys’  & Girls’  Physical  Fitness  Centers 

The  Commission  has  offered  early  evening  gym  time  for  youngsters  10-15 
years  of  age  since  the  mid-fifties  through  our  network  of  city-wide  pphysical  fit- 
ness centers.  Every  Center’s  scheduled  night  was  arranged  so  as  to  enable  young 
teens  to  attend  more  than  one  facility  each  week.  Units  were  staffed  Mondays  at 
the  East  Somerville  Community  School,  Tuesdays  at  the  Powder  House  Com- 
munity SChool,  and  Thursdays  at  the  Lincoln  Park  Community  School  from  late 
October  to  mid-December  and  early  January  to  mid-April.  Boys’  sessions  began 
at  7:45  P.M.  and  continued  until  9:00  P.M.  prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  older  male 
gym  enthusiasts.  Girls’  sessions  generally  operated  from  a 6:30  P.M.  to  7:45  P.M. 
time  frame. 


PROGRAMMING  FOR  TEENS  & YOUNG  ADULTS 
Teen  Ceramics 

Our  Saturday  morning  Ceramics  class  for  teen-agers  experienced  a better 
than  50%  increase  in  subscription  this  past  year.  The  season’s  hottest  items  were 
the  Care  Bears,  Grecian  girls,  cannister  sets,  Spring  Doll  napkin  holders,  Clowns 
with  Balloons,  and  the  ever  popular  seasonal  favorites  of  the  Christmas  and 
Easter  Holidays. 


Junior  & Intermediate  Level  Leagues 

The  Boys’  Twilight  Junior  Basketball  League  got  off  to  a somewhat  belated 
start  last  Summer  due  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  Fiscal  ’84  budget.  Games  were 
held  on  Monday  and  Wednesday  evenings  at  Conway  Playground’s  “B”  Court  in 
the  6:00-8:00  P.M.  time  slot. 

The  Commission’s  Girls’  Jr.  Softball  League  completed  its  5th  Anniversary 
season  with  early  evening  games  on  both  Conway  diamonds  twice  a week.  Fifty 
plus  young  ladies  registered  and  were  placed  by  ability  with  the  Reds’,  Blues’, 
Golds’  or  Greens’  squad  after  an  open  instructional  clinic. 
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The  Boys’  Twilight  Intermediate  Basketball  League  was  divided  into  a varsi- 
ty division  of  six  teams  and  a junior  varsity  division  of  eight  clubs  this  past  Sum- 
mer. A total  of  one-hundred  and  seventy-five  hoopsters  hit  the  Lincoln  Park 
Courts  once  or  twice  per  week  to  do  basketball  battle. 

Young  Men’s  & Women’s  Physical  Fitness  Centers 

The  Commission  provided  for  the  lusty  Autumn,  long  Winter,  and  lively 
Spring  exercise  needs  of  older  teens  and  young  adults  through  its  late  evening 
program  of  physical  fitness  centers.  Evening  units  were  staffed  Monday  at  the 
East  Somerville  Community  School,  Tuesday  at  the  Powder  House  Community 
School,  and  Thursday  at  the  Lincoln  Park  Community  School.  Male  sessions 
began  at  9:00  P.M.  and  continued  until  lights  out  at  10:00  P.M.,  while  female 
sessions  took  place  usually  from  6:30  P.M.  to  7:45  P.M.  alongside  similar  pro- 
gramming for  younger  girls. 

PROGRAMMING  FOR  ADULTS 
Ceramics,  Sewing,  Cribbage  & Aerobic  Dance  & Exercise 

The  Commission’s  five  adult  Ceramics  classes  averaged  over  one-hundred 
students  weekly  for  the  entire  thirty-week  program.  Now  in  its  third  decade  of 
operation  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Commission,  Adult  Ceramics  remained 
one  of  our  best  subscribed  to  activities. 

Sewing  classes  were  held  three  mornings  per  week  n our  Main  Hall.  As- 
sistance was  offered  in  all  basic  sewing  techniques  from  cutting  out  a pattern  to 
making  the  completed  garment.  Pupils  of  the  needle  and  thread  learned  to  alter 
clothes  and  create  useful  household  articles.  Pre-entrance  requirements  con- 
sisted of  having  your  own  fabric,  pins  and  patience. 

The  Somerville  Cribbage  League,  sponsored  by  the  Rec,  began  its  29th  sea- 
son this  past  Autumn.  Some  of  the  game’s  afficionados  say  it  demands  skill  and 
concentration,  while  others  will  argue  for  luck  and  getting  up  in  the  morning  on 
the  right  side  of  the  bed  as  having  the  greater  influence  on  just  who  “gets  the 
cards”. 

An  Aerobic  Dance  & Exercise  class  at  the  Kennedy  School  Gym  was  offered 
for  the  second  straight  year.  Our  Fall  and  Spring  sessions  presented  the  various 
aerobic  dances  currently  in  vogue  and  choreographed  to  hit  music. 
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Women’s  Athletic  Leagues 


A quick  review  of  female  sports  programming  in  1983  would  tap  off  with 
Women’s  Twilight  Basketball.  Our  Ladies’  Hoop  Loop  was  in  action  weekday 
evenings  from  6:00  P.M.  to  8:00  P.M.  at  Trum  Field’s  highly  visible  and  quite 
venerable  macadam  courts. 

Tops  in  participant  subscription  last  year  was  Women’s  Slow  Pitch  Softball, 
where  a total  of  one -hundred  and  eighty  players  comprised  the  active  rosters  of 
the  ten-team  League.  Our  female  softball  circuit  played  the  vast  majority  of  its 
contests  under  the  artificial  daylight  of  the  Lincoln  Park  “B”  Diamond’s  lights, 
where  the  two  distaff  divisions  attracted  a vociferous  following  of  faithful  fans. 

Men’s  Athletic  Leagues 

The  Men’s  Twilight  Basketball  League  experienced  a banner  year  in  1983. 
Overflow  crowds  nightly  rimmed  the  Trum,  Lincoln  and  Conway  courts  to 
watch  regular  season  and  playoff  action  from  mid-May  through  August  in  all 
six  highly  competitive  divisions. 

The  Men’s  Softball  League  boasted  the  greatest  membership  with  over 
1 ,000  participants  seeing  playing  time  sometime  over  the  500  game  regular  sea- 
son and  playoff  series  schedule.  The  League’s  opening  pitch  was  thrown  in  late 
April,  and  not  until  September  7th  was  the  final  out  nailed  down! 

The  Men’s  Flag  Football  League  kicked  off  its  10th  year  of  operations  last 
Fall  with  Sunday  morning  double-headers  at  municipally  maintained  Lincoln 
and  Glen  Parks,  and  a triple-header  at  the  M.D.C.’s  Dilboy  Field.  The  November 
17th  issue  of  the  Somerville  Journal  featured  a front  page,  six -column  spread 
on  the  history  and  popularity  of  the  program.
